Preparations Made for the 
Opening ‘loday. 


Fine Prospects for Lovers ef the 
Turf, 


But Not Much Hope for the Farm and 
Trade Exhibits, 


The Pavilion Completed and in Course ef Decora- 
tion Today—Live Stock en the Grounds— 
Programme of Today's Races— 
Turf Notes. 


The scene at Agricultural Park yesterday 
was a very busy one, and showed how hard 
the management is working to present to 
the’ public this morning an entertainment 
worthy ot the price of admiss‘on. On every 
hand the hammer and saw were creating a 
din, and on the track and common the 
pounding of the feet of the norses that are 
to be candidates for the prizes in the racing 
events of the week was a cheering sound to 
many lovers of the “greatest sport on 
earth,” who were on hand. When the 
TIMES reporter arrived on the grounds 
there were a number of horses taking exer- 
cisé on the track, and some impromptu con- 
tests went to prove the metal and wind of 
the contestants. {n and around the stables 
were hundreds of jockeys, stableboys, train- 
ers, visitors, etc., and the faces of all wore 
a joyful expressiun.

A HERO GONE. 


Death of Gen. Sheridan at 
Nonquitt. 


He Passes Away During « Sudden 
Attack of Heart Failure, 


The Close of His Life Peaceful _ 
Without Pain. 


Official Report by the Two Physicians Who Were 
with Him During His Last Hours—Sketch 
of the (Career and Services of 
the Dead Genera). 


By Telegraph to The Times, 

New Beprorp (Mass.), Aug. 5.—[By 
the Associated Press.|] Gen. Sheridan died 
shortly after 10 o’clock tonight. 

Nonquitt (Mass.), Aug. 5.—Gen, Sheri- 
dan died of his old heart trouble. The 
death was very sudden, and occurred at 
10:20 p.m. Previous to a sudden appear- 
ance of heart failure at about 9:50 this 
evening, there have been no premonitions 
today of an unfavorable change in his con- 
dition. The weather had been warmer. 
than usual, and the General was at times a 
little restless, but seemed generally bright 
and cheerful. His voice was strong, he 
took a full supply of nourishment, slept 
occasionally as usual, and the doctors and 
his family were in hopeful spirits. 

At 7 o’clock Mrs. Sheridan and thé doe- 
tors went to the hotel for supper, and soon 
after their return the usual preparations for 
the night were made. 

At about 9:20 Col. Sheridan said “Good 
night” to his brother and went to the hotel, 
there having been through the day no sign 
whatever of any unfavorable change in the 
patient’s condition. 

THE GENERAL DEAD. 

At 9:30 symptoms of heart failure sud- 
denly appeared, and Drs. O’Reilley and 
Matthews, who were with him, immediately 
applied the remedies which proved success- 
ful in all similar previous attacks, but this 
time they were without effect, and, despite 
ail that could be done, the General grad- 
ually sank into a condition of complete un- 
consciousness, and at 10:20 breathed his 
last. 

Mr. Sheridan, bis sisters, Maban and Jus- 
tinian, and a faithful woman servant were 
at his bedside throughout his dying hour. 


No arrangements are yet determined 
upon in regard to the funeral of the Gen- 
eral, 

THE DOCTOR’S REPORT. 

The following official bulletin was issued 
to the Associated Pressat midnight: — 

“The immediate cause of death 
was heart failure, the remote cause 
was disease of the mitral and 
aseratic valves, the existence of which 
was known to his physicians, to himself and 
to his family in November of last year. 
The complications which have occurred 
have been nervous exhaustion, pulmonary 
insarctions, pneumonia, pulmonary cegria, 
anasarca and hemorrhages. The last 
day of his life was somewhat 
restless, but no more than he had been 
several times since his arrival at Nonquitt. 
At about 9:30 symptoms of heart failure 
suddenly appeared. The remedies which 
had heretofore been successful were vigor- 
ously applied, but proved ineffectual and 
he sank rapidly, dying painlessly at the 
hour named.

DETAILS DIFFICULT TO OBTAIN. 

New BEepFrorp (Mass.), Aug. 5.—It was 
impossible tonight tv obtain an interview 
with any of the inmates of the Sheridarz 
cottage, or with any one likely to be in- 
formed as to the incidents attending the 
General’s death, as all refused to talk to re- 
porters. A team was sent to New 
Bedford at midnight for an under- 
taker, who will embalm the body 
and prepare it for conveyance to 
Washington, Col. Kelly, who is now in 
Washington, was telegraphed to start for 
Nonquitt at once, and bring with him the 
General’s uniform. As there is no tele 
graph office at Nonquitt, which is seven 
miles from the city, and but one telephone 
line, it is extremely difficult to obtain any 
details. 


HIS LAST ILLNESS. 


The Brave Soldier's Long Struggle 
with Disease. 

WASHINGTON, Aug. 5.—[By the Associ- 
ated Press.| Owing to the lateness of the 
hour at which the news of Gen. Sheridan’s 
death was received it was impossible to get 
any information from the more important 
public ofticials. Neither the President nor 
Secretary of War has heard of the death of . 
the cOmmander of the army, and the 
first news Col. Lamont heard of it 
was received from the Associated Press 
reporter, The illness which has just 
resulted in Gen. Sheridau’s death com 
menced on the 12th: of May last immedi- 
ately after his return from a tour of inspec 
tion out West. He compiained of feeling 
unwell and worn out, but came down to 
his office each day for about a week. He 
was then forced to remain in-doors, and 
on Tuesday, May 22d, he had a severe at 
tack of heart failure which greatly alarmed 
his family and physicians. On Friday 
of the week ending May 26th he 
had several attacks of heart  fail- 
ure, and these increased in violence 
with each ‘su¢ eeding attack. Several 
times during his illness it seemed as if life 
had become extinct, but by the adoption of 
radical measures the action of the heart 
was stimulated and he was brought 
around again. His heart at one time 
ceased to beat for a few seconds, 
but the extraordinary watchfulness and 
care of the attending physicians brought 
him back to cousciousness again. New 
complications set in, and hope was well 
nigh abandoned several times, only to be re 
newed by the great vitality and determina- 
tion shown by the stricken’ seldier.

Consternation 


The ladies of Los Angeles who believe in 
branching out on their own hook in the 
money-making field are in rather a queer 
situation. There are hundreds of married 
women in this city who earn money for 
themse!ves, under the belief that their ac- 
cumulations are their separate property and 
cannet be touched by their husbands, To 
show to what an extent they have branched 
out on their own hook, it is but necessary 
to say that during the past year ladies have 
purchased real estate in this county, with 
their separate earnings, to the amount of 
$1,000,000, This proves that the ladies of 
Los Augeles are very industrious and rather 
bold speculators. The most of this money 
has been earned by clerks, physicians, 
schoolteachers and dressinakers. in many 
cases ese industrious women support 
large families and drunken husbands, and 
if there is any elass of people in the world 
who should reap the benefits of their labors 
it is these same noble-hearted, industrious 
women. But the law—that gig :ntfe 
bug of the nineteenth century—is so consti- 
tuted that a drunken vagabond whom the 
poor woman may have been untortunate 
enough to marry in a fit of love, can step in 
and gobble up every cent of her earnings. 

When the present laws were made the 
lawmakers thought women should not earn 
money by the sweat of their brows, and 
they were left out in the cold so far as pro- 
tection is concerned. Of course a woman 
has a right to earn money, but if she is un- 
fortunate enough to have a husband she 
cannot dispuse of the property wi:hout the 
consent of the husband, while he can sell 
without her consent, and it is very doubtful 
whether she has redress. 

‘To make the matter plain, it is but neces- 
sary to cite a case in point. Mrs. Jones 
is a dressmaker, and her  husband’s 
ate occupation is drinking whisky. 

rs. Jones works night and day to 
support this wretch and _ their little 
children, Out of her earnings she manages 
to save several hundred dollars and pur- 
chases a lot, which soon increases in value, 
and the drunken husband learns that he 
can sell it for $2000. He disposes of the 

roperty, and the poor woman can do noth- 
ng. Unthe other hand, if the husband 
worgs and earns money enough to purchase 
real estate, the wife certainly has an inter- 
est in it, but she can not dispose of it with- 
out the corsent of the husband. The law 
says that all property acquired by the hus- 
band and wife is comity property, whether 
earned by the wife or husband, but the law 
evidently gives the husband many more 
rights than the wife. The only, good fea- 
ture is that if they are living separate one- 
= of the earnings of the husband can be 
claimed by the wife, but the earnings of the 
wife and minor children cannot be gobbled 
up by the husband. 

. Up tothe date of the case of McComb vs. 
Spangler in the Supreme Court, a majority 
of the lawyers of the State believed that the 
earnings of the wife could not be 
touched by the husband, and all deeds maae 
out to married women who purchased prop- 
erty were drawn up to specify that the 
woman had purchased the property with 
her separate money. But this decision, 
which was rendered a short time ago, sets 
forth that the wife cannot dispose of the 
ere thus purchased without the con- 
sentof her husband, and classifies her earn- 
ings as comity property. 

ow these women, and especially the 

ones who have vagabond husbauds, are in a 
peck of trouble. Their hands are tied, and 
many of them have come to the conclusion 
that they had better cet rid of their worth- 
less husbands, or force them to sign gift 
deeds of their own property to them. 

During the past few days, or as soon as 
they leerned that the Supreme Court has de- 
cided against them, they began putting on 
their war paint, and the chances are that

like a slave to earn a little money for her- 
self the courts should protect her instead 
of doing all in their power to rob and dis- 
courage her. It has been demonstrated 
during the past few years that women are 
able to attend to their own business much 
better than their husbands can attend to it 
for them. Weare not so extiavagaat as 
men, and if we are given half a chance we 
can make more money and save more than 
our husbands. Now, I have worked 
hard for the little property lown, and I 
don’t think my husband should be con- 
sulted if I wish to dispose of it. 

“No, [don’t know what we shall do, but 
I am Satistied that the time has come for us 
to act. We have been treated as children 
long enough, and if the law-makers do not 
treat us right we will make itso disagree- 
able for them that they will wish they had 
never been born.

William Crouch is the latest name to be 
added to the long list of countrymen who 
have listened to a tale of woe, told for the 
sole parpene of opening their purse-strings, 
so that the narrator might help himself to 
the contents. 

Crouch is a street-car conductor from Los 
Angeles, and came to the city a few days 
ago to obtain employment.

broker yesterday morning, on the repre- 
sentation that it was worth over $100. 

“It took every cent of money | had, and I 
can hardly get a meai of victuals for it,”’ he 
said bitterly. 

Crouch said that he was staying at the 
Yosemite House, and Wednesday night, 
while walking about the city, he met a 
young man who gave his name as Frank 

ilson. Wilson claimed fellowship with 
him because he was a former car conductor 
himself, and on the strength of this they 
became well acquainted. Early yesterday 
merning, when Crouch left the hotel, he 
was saluted by his acquaintance of the 
nigbt before, who appeared to be in a great 
deal of trouble. Wilson toid Crouch a tear- 
oe taie about his wife being sick in 


tockton. 

“IT got a telegram from friends there this 
morning, asking me to go there at once. 1 
have been out of work for some time, and 
haven’t got a cent.”’ 

Wilson added that he had a valuable gold 
watch and chain which he was foolish 
enough to pawn a short time before for $25. 
At the time he thought he would not need 
the money for a day or two and would be 
able to redeem the timepiece. ‘he watch 
was worth over $100, and he could easiiy 
sell it for $75, as he haa a standing offer of 
that amount. Crouch was asked to advance 
the money to redeem the watch and they 
would then sell it for $75. Wilson would 
reimburse Crouch and give him %5 for his 
trouble.

Crouch retained ssion of it 
and at the Baldwin Hotel was not suspl- 
cious when Wilson told him to wait outside 
for a moment or two while he (Wilson) 
wentin for a moment toseeafriend. He 
wondered what kept the fellow so ver 
long, and after ye over an hour it 
dawned on him that he had been taken in. 
He went to the nearest jeweler, where his 
suspicions were confirmed when told that 
the watch was worth $ or #. ' 

“T have often read about such schemes,” 
he said, “but I never was any- 
thing but right. The fellow told such a 
straight story, and shed tears real like and 
cried about his poor wife, and I thought | 
would help him out. The jeweler told me 
to tell the Chief of Police about it and he 
would get my money for me.” 

Chiet Crowley was unable to do anything 
for the fellow, for whom he said he felta 
genuine sympathy.

The police judges 
permit these thieves to thrive, and the 
efforts of the police to break them up are 
not availing. Just a day or two ago we had 
Alexander Aiken arrested, but Hornblower 
dismissed him. He is the worst in the lot, 
and has prubably swindled hundreds of 
men, but wecan do nothing with him as 
long as the courts protect him.” 

The “watch stuffers” are oe in 
the city, and the latest scheme they have 
devised is to rob women, only slightly 
modifying their device to suit the sex. 
Yesterday Officer Ellis arrested a young 
man who had sold a lady a # watch for 
#48, and had accepted a payment of #8 on 
the same and was tocal!l again to collect 
the balance. In the meantime the lady 
learned the true value of the watch and 
complained to the police, and when the 
young man called for his money he was ar- 
rested. At the office of Chief Crowley the 
fellow returned the #8 to the lady and she 
declined to prosecute him because of the 
annoyance attending such proceedings and 
because the police did not think they would 
be able to convict him. It is said by the 
police that private houses are visited by 
these fellows, who tell the women some 
pitiful stury, and either borrow money on 
the article of jewelry they offer or else sell 
it outright. Fromthe number who com- 
plain tothe police itis evident that the 
thieves are reaping a rich harvest. 


BUNCO SHARPS 


Becoming Disgracetully Numerous 
in Los Angeles. 

The bunco sharps and confidence men are 
again looming up into dangerous promi- 
nence, and plying their vocation almost 
without concealment on the principal busi- 
ness streets. There are nota great many 
professionals of this stripe in the city, but 
tew as they are, they cause no end of 
trouble. There were three cases that saw 
the light last week, but, as the victims 
would not prosecute, there were no arrests. 
Saturday a couple of the gang attempted to 
work the lottery swindie on a recently- 
arrived Englishman, but they were detected 
by ex-Police Officer Steele, who put the 
man on his guard, and when the swindlers 
saw that they were spotted they skipped 
out. The police should serve notice on 
those who are Known to the authorities 
that they must leave the city at once, or 
they will be arrested under the ‘‘vag”’ law. 
This will have a good effect, and at least 
drive them off the street during the after- 
noon 21d early evening, when they operate 
mostly. 

The above does not include the hundreds 
of sharpers, both male and female, who are 
working the city, and, while they may not 
be more numerous in Los Angeles than in 
other metropolitan cities, they are as bold 
asin any part of the Union. The black- 
mailers are also getting in their work to 
some extent, but it is hard to get those who 
are Caught to talk, as they prefer to lose 
their money to acknowledging that they 
have been taken in.

A Lad Rescued from a San Pedro 
Dancehouse. 

Officer Wright of the Humane Society 
yesterday returned from San Pedro, where 
he went after a 6-year-old boy living in one 
of the dancehouses at that place. The 
child in question is little Clyde Smith, a son 
of Dan Smith of this city,a bright young- 
ster for hisage. The boy’s mother died 
some months ago, when Clydg was turned 
over by his father to a friend of his at San 
Pedro, to care for him, as he could not give 
him the attention he required. This man 
and his family moved up north some time 
ago, and as Gus Seigers, the keeper of the 
dancehouse, wanted the boy, he turned him 
over to him. Seigers took the child to his 
place, and, as he was unmarried, he was 
turned over to the care of a number of pros- 
titutes in the house.

TROPICAL FRUIT TRADE. 


San Diego Will Take a Hand in Im- 
porting. 
{San Diego Sun.] 

A letter from San Bias of July 23d, 
in answer to an inquiry about tropical 
fruits, states that bananas can be had 
in unlimited quantities for 18 cents per 
bunch; plantains, for $5 per 1000; man- 
goes, for $ per 1000; pineapples at 
similar rates; alligator pears, from 
August to September, at bottom prices; 
dried plantains and a number of other 
fruits peculiar to that country can be 
had at nominal figures. . . Mexico 
is to bear the same relations to San 
Diego that Brazil does to New York. 
With the Santa Fé fast time to Los 
Angeles, those towns relying on San 
Diego harbor can be readily and cheaply 
supplied with all the tropical produc- 
tions. The Chamber of Commerce of 
San Diego county is already in close 
correspondence with several leadipg 
merchants of the southern coast, which 
will soon have attendency to augment 
the commerce. The ochilla from Mag-, 
dalena Bay, cotton from Port Navidad, 
bark and timber from Manzanillo, 
hides from Cape Corricutes, the im- 
port of which would soon stimulate 
tanneries and cotton mills. Nature 
has furnished this coast abundantly 
with raw material, and as capital finds 
its way bere, it will soon find employ- 
ment in this direction. 

San Blas is about 1200 miles south of 
San Diego. San Francisco is 500 miles 
north. Fruit shipp¢dd from San Blas 
to San Diego via San Francisco is 
transported 1000 miles farther than it 
would be if brought to San Diego 
direct. San Diego dealers are com- 
pelled to buy from San Francisco mid- 
diemen at the rate of $2.50 to $4 per 
bunch for bananas, $3 to $7 per dozen 
for pineapples, and in like proportion 
for the fruits quoted at San Blas ata 
price which is a mere bagatelle in com- 
parison with the San Francisco figures.

WOMAN AND HOME, 


Susan Sunshine on Parental Obli- 
gations. 
The case of cruelty which has re- 

cently occurred in: Les Angeles, in 

which a delicate little girl was so in- 

humanly beaten and bruised by a 

brutal step-mother, has a lesson which 

should be heeded. It teaches the im- 

portance of establishing confidence be- 

tween parents ard children—between 
the father of the household and _ his lit- 
tle ones, no less than the mother. 

How many fathers there are whose 
thoughts are so occupied by business 
and the outside interests of life that 
they give no particular attention to the 
individual needs of their children. 

The duty of home training is left to 

the wife, and their conscience does not 

trouble them at all about the matter. 

Many men think that when they have 

the money that is essential 
or the proper rearing of their children 

their whvle duty to them is done. 

I know of many children who are 
Virtually strangers to their fathers. 
They have never had any warm and in- 
timate companionship with them. They 
never have taught them to come to 
them with their little burdeas of doubt 
or with their childish sorrows as they 
would go to their mother if she were 
good and true. They know nothing ot 
their companions, of their studies, of 
their hopes or their ambitions, or of 
that which makes their happiness. 
Beyond a careless word or two they 
have nothing to say to them. They 
never question them of their plans or 
their purposes. ‘They do not make 
their children feel that their happi- 
ness is the dearest thing to 
them. They rob themselves and 
their children of their birthright of 
mutual confideance and sympathy. 
That man is culpably wreng who lives 
his life apart from his family, giving 
his thoughts and efforts solely to his 
business. Iadmit the importance of 
business affairs, but every man may 
and should so educate himself that 
business cares and perplexities shall 
not overshadow the whole home life 
and make him forgetful of his obliga- 
tions as a father. Home should mean 
something more to him than a place to 
eat and sleep. Children should be re- 
arded as something more. than 
ependents. Let him remember 
that fur their spiritual and moral inter- 
ests, tor their happiness, as well as for 
their physical well being, he is morally 
accountable. ‘Too many men are apt 
to magnify the demands of business, 
and to let business absorb all of their 
thoughts. It is a narrow life where 
this is done. It means the death of the 
best that there is in men—their tender- 
est sympathies, of parental fondness 
and of domestic thoughtfulness.

HINTS TO HOUSEKEEPERS. 

A crust of stale bread will remove 
spots from wallpaper. 

Camphene and sand will remove 
paint spots from glass. 

Sweet potatoes require nearly twice 
the time that Irish potatoes do, either 
to bake or boil. 

Put a small pinch of soda in the 
water when cooking peas or string- 
beans, and they will be very tender. 

Spots may be taken from gilt frames 
by rubbing lightly with a piece of flan- 
nel moistened with white of an egg. 

To polish nickel-plated goods after 
becoming black and not worn, use 
rouge. or whiting on a rag with a little 
oul. 

Sharp knives should be kept for 
household purposes. Vegetables can 
be prepared much quicker when a 
sharp knife is used. 

A’‘small amount of the oil of cinna- 
mon applied with a small straw, end of 
knitting needle or smali splinter to 
bee strings, is a sure cure. 

For cleaning brass use a thin. paste 
of plate powder, two tablespoonfuls of 
vinegar, four tablespoonfuls of alcohol. 
Rud with piece of flannel; polish with 
chamois. 

When makjng ham sandwiches the 
meat will make many more sandwiches 
if minced fine. Add a paste of mus- 
tard, the yolks of two hard-boiled eggs, 
pepper and salt. ; 

Wash oilcloth with warm water, in 
which a small amount of borax has 
been dissolved. If you wish to give it 
a particularly new appearance, wipe it 
with a flannel that has been wrung out 
in new milk. 

To clean and make brilliant yeur 
mirrors, use for cleaning soft, warm 
water, containing just cnough spirits 
of ammonia to feel slightly pe iy 
Wipe dry, and polish with a_ piece of 
soft paper or chamois skin. 

The following is said to be of benefit 
for ingrowing toenails. Heat a smal) bit 
of tallow very hot in a spoon, and pour 
it on the granulations. Pain and 
tenderness are relieved at once, and if 
repeated frequently the edgeof the 
nail will be exposed in a few days, and 
then can be cut away. 

To remove fruit stains from white 
clothes = on hand a _ solution of 
chloride of lime, allowing four ounces 
to a quart of water. Shake well, and let 
the dregs settle, and wet the stains in 
cloth with theclear liquid. Rinse well 
before drying or applying soap, or the 
cloth will become stiff. 

Don’t throw away old gauze and 
light woolen underwear, but have 
them washed and then cut into strips, 
and you will find that they make ex- 
cellent ‘‘window rags,’’ as these fabrics 
are free frem lint, and besides making 
good dusters are useful to have for 
washing paint and cleaning furniture.

He says: 
“Such a scheme would have been a suit- 
able achievement for our small a party of 35, 
but the return of 8 Irish members and 
Lord Carnavon’s declination to win favor of 
the Irish parliament rendered the con- 
siderativa of lrish autonomy indispensable, 
and [laid down this position at the Im- 
perial Hotel dinner. Our view in 1882 from 
which we have never departed was that the 
functions of the proposed ceuncil shouki be 
purely administrative, and that it sheuid 
not be accepted in the slightest degree as a 
substitute for the Parliament, which Cham- 
berlain proposed. if Chamberlain pub- 
lished my letters, it will be seen that he 
must, early. in 1885, have been fully 
acquainted with our views.”

Horse-car Lines in Brooklyn, N. Y., 
Tied Up. 
New York, Aug. 5.—[By the Associated 
Press.| The drivers, conductors and stable- 
men on the Brooklyn crosstown surface 
roads, tothe number of 400 men, struck to- 
day because the conductor and driver of one 
car had been discharged for arriving at the 
end of a trip four minutes before time.

THE DEAD GENERAL 


Sketch of Sheridan's Career and 
Military Services. 
Philip Henry Sheridan was born in 
Somerset, Perry county, Ohio, March 6, 
1831. He graduated at West Point in 1853, 
served in Texas in 1854-5, and on the Pa- 
cifie Coast till May 14, 1861, when he was 
made Captain of the Thirteenth Infantry, 
Chief Quartermaster and Commissary of 
the Army of Southwestern Missouri, and 
subsequently Quartermaster to Gen. Hale 
leck in the Mississippi campaign of the 
spring of 1862. On May 25, 1862, he was 
made Colonel of the Second Michigan 
Volunteer Cavalry, and then took part in 
pursuit of the Confederates from Corinth, 
May 30th to June 10th, and in the engagement 
at Booneville July 1st, when he was made 
Brigadier-Gene =! of Volunteers. In com- 
mand of the Eleventh Division of the Army 
of the Ohio, he led the advance into Ken- 
tucky, and was in the battle of Perrysvilie, 
October 8th, and in the subsequent march 
to the relief of Nashville. Assigned to the 
Army of the Cumberland, his division was 
in the campaign of Tennessee from Novem- 
ber, 1862, to September, 1863, taking active 
part in the battle of Murfreesboro, when he 
was made major-general of Volunteers. 
He captured a train and  prison- 
ers at Eagleville in March; crossed 
the Cumberlaud Mountains and Tennessee 
River in August; took part in the battle of 
Chickamauga, September 19-20, and in the 
a about Chattanooga, including 
the battle of Missionary Ridge, November 
23-25; and was subsequently engaged in 
East Tennessee till arch 1864. From 
April 4th to August 3d_ he was in command 
of the cavalry corps of the Army of the 
Potomac, and with his 10,000 men 
was actively employed in operations 
in the Wilderness, and between it and 
Richmond, in May, June and Jaly. 
While mainly employed in_ reconoiter- 
ing and in_ protecting the flank 
of the army, his corps made several vigor- 
ous raids, cutting off railway connections 
or destroying stores; was more than 26 times 
engaged with the Confederate cavalry, and 
took an important part in the actions in and 
about Cold Harbor. On August 4th he was 
appointed to the command of the Army of 
the Shenandoah, and on the 7th to that of 
the Middle Military Division. He defeated 
Early on the Opequan, September 19th, for 
which he was. made a Brigadier-General in 
the United States Army; at Fisher’s Hill, 
September 22d, and at Cedar 
Creek, October 19th, when he turned 
a rout into a brilliant victory, for 
which he received the thanks of Congress, 
On November 8th he was made a major- 
eneral. From February 27th w March 24, 
65, he was engaged in the raid trom 
Winchester to Petersburg, during which he 
destroyed the James River and Kanawha 
Canal, cut important railway connection 
destroyed military commussary stores a 
had numerous skirmishes with the enemy. 
From March 25ih to April 9th he was in the 
Richmond campaign. On April Ist he 
gained the battle of Five Forks, 
which insured the abandonment by 
the Confederates of Petersburg and 
Richmond, and he led in the pursuit of Lee 


9th. He was command of 
the Militar ivision of the Southwest 
June 3d, of the Military Division of the 
Gulf July 17th; of the Department of the 
Guif August 15, 1866; of the Fifth Military 
District, including: Louisiana. and T 
March 11, 1867, and of the Department o 
the Missouri, with headquarters at Ft. 
Leavenworth, September 12th. On March 
4, 1869, he was made Lieutenant-General 
and assigned to the command of the 
Division of the Missouri, including the 
Department of Dakota, of the Missouri, of 
the Platte and of Texas, with headquarters 
at Chicago. Here he was identified with 
all improvements in the western country 
which came properly under his manage- 
ment, such as the building of forts 
and railroads, and the distribution of 
troops.

IN THE SHADOW OF THE MOUN- 
TAIN OF SANTA YNEZ. 


The Old German—Art and Artists 
in Santa Barbara—A Paper Town— 
The Fruit Harvest—Keal Estate— 
A Raral Picture. 


Et Montecito (Santa Barbara 
county),Aug.2. [Staff correspondence 
of Tue Times.} I am sitting on the 
veranda of a pretty rural home in this 
quiet valley, which fronts the sea. Far 
away across the blue and quiet weteTs 
of the Pacific rise the Channel Islands, 
thin, bold crests rising skyward, with a 
crown of white fog upon their summits. 
Though 80 miles away I cA&n see their 
serrated sides and the purple shadows of 
their cafions. There is a narrow line of 
white mist running like an old Roman 
Toadway above the beach. Looked at 
from this point it has the appearance 
of a well-paved bighway, which might 
be easily traversed by Roman chariot 
or Spanish cart. It has an ancient 
look, and one would deem that it be- 
longed to the Campagna rather than to 
modern America. But even as I write 
itis changing. White-turreted castles 
have sprung into shape, and misty 
villas line the shores along which the 
blue of the unwrinkled water sleeps. I 
see the gleam of a white sail. Is some 
patrician abroad for an airing, or 
speeding away on an errand for a 
mighty Cesar? Down behind the 
rounded and oak-dotted hills that lie 
between me and the beach, the soil is 
- disappearing. Now # catch but the 
smallest tip of it, looking like a slender 
white finger pointing upward. What 
a forest of green lies between me and 
the pretty bills. Great orchards stretch 
down toward the sea. Beautiful vine- 
yards of vivid green are before me, 
catching the golden rays of the morn- 
ing sunlight. Giant pines and mag- 
nifigent peppers lift theic swaying 
_ branches to the light breeze. A thou- 
sand blossoms fill the air with fra- 
grance. Honeysuckle vines run riot to 
the roof above me. Great rose trees 
have clambered out of sight, and their 
bloom is upon the housetop. Golden- 
winged butterflies are sipping honey 
from the more golden lantanas. The 
honey bees are upon the rich bloom of 
the purple heliotrope, beyond which 
rises the tall and siender stem of a 
stately zuccu. In the distance a great 
black-winged crow is fiving. From 
tree to tree speed the happy birds, 


their breast full of song. There 
are long lines of stone walls, 
speaking of patient toil and 


industry, and great barns where the 
hay is stored for the cattle. The mild- 
eyed cows chew their cuds contentedly 
in the shade.and lazily brush their 
sides with their long tails to free 
themselves from the intrusive flies. 
Even the dog and cat have caugt the 
spirit of the place and are dwelling to- 
gether in ae I sit and watch their 
merry play. Pussy lies upon her back 
and the dog has hold of her paw. To- 
gether they roli over and ovér, then he 
pulls her playfully about, then they 
run a race together, and at last tired of 
play, lie down side by side in quiet 
slumber. The hens cackle their de- 
light over their newly-laid eggs. The 
roosters strut about or scratch gal- 
lantly for the hidden worms. A light 
breeze comes up with the swell of the 
sea inits breath, and nota cloud lies 
anywhere upon the face of the sky. It 
is an’ alluring. scene quiet beauty 
and peace. 
Last year, during the excitement of 
the boom, a pretty tract upon the slop- 
ing foothills just back cf this point 
was staked out in town lots, and one 
of the paper towns grew up, but. it 
never materialized beyond that. Not 
a dwelling has been built upon it, 
although some improvements were 
made in the way of graded streets, etc. 
I am glad the town was not built. 
Santa Baibara is not half so much in 
need of new towns as she is of a back 
country todraw from. These fertile 
slopes are most favorable localities for 
vineyards and orchards, and the loveli- 
est spots in the world for suburban 
homes. 
The fruit harvest in this section, as 
compared with last year, is small 
although the market is well supplied 
with the finest fruits of the season at 
low prices. The best Crawford peaches 
are selling here at 14 cents a pound. 
Think of that, O fruit lovers of Los 
Angeles, paying, as you are, man 
times that amount for the fruit whic 
you consume. I met a friend yesterday 
who said that they had vast quantities 
of nectaries, but the market price here 
is too low to pay for the trouble of 
gathering them and taking them into 
town. With the railroad. why would 
it not pay to ship this fruit to Los 
ere 1s no activity at present in 
Santa Barbara in real estate. yet the 
value of inside preperty does not 
materially decline. People are lookin 
forward toarising demand this fal 
and an increase of sales. There is 
some building being done, and the 
houses in process of erection are mostly 
Buch as would be creditable to any 
city. A new Episcopal church has just 
been completed, which was opened 
with proper dedicatory services last 
Sabbath. It is a handsome structure, 
capable of accommodating a congrega- 
tion of 800, and has a fine pipe-organ, 
the only one in the city. 
The studios and art rooms of Santa 
Barbara are more attractive than ever. 
Mrs. Austin, returning from her 
European tour and studies abroad, has 
opened a pretty little studio in her own 
home. er easels and windows are 
draped with quaint and charming 
foreign fabrics, which lend them 
attractiveness. The walls are covered 
with pictures from her brush and pencil. 
She has some lovely studies from the 
old masters, many beautiful sketches 
from nature, and pictures from real 
life, quaint Roman street scenes, with 
ragged urchins and the like, character- 
istic faces of peasant and plebeian; old 
castle walls; marine views; quiet land- 
scapes, and, later, portraits taken since 
her return to California. She succeeds 
in throwing a vast amount of character 
and expression into her portraits, and 
is destined to become a popular artist. 
Mr. Ford, the well-known artist, has 
just returned from a trip, 700 miles 
extent, through the southern portion 
of the State. He was at Los Angeles, 
San Bernardino, San Diego and at va- 
rivous other points, and brought back 
with him much material for his brush 
in the future. Of the old missions of 
California, about which so much of his- 
toric interest centres, he is making a 
careful study, and will preserve them 
sy his canvas for future generations. 
r. Ford belongs to the realistic sehool 
of painters, and is truthful in all the 
details of his art. His technique is ex- 
cellent, and as a colorist § he 
is greatly admired. There is a 
Brength and power in his touch 
which is pleasing, and his pictures are 
much sought after by tourists. There 
is scarcely a picturesque spot in this 
whole section that he has not repro- 
duced upon his canvas, and there Na- 
ture sees herself as in a mirror. 
I visited a day or two ago some new 


artrooms which have been opened in this 
city by a connoisseur in art, Mr. Ken- 
drick, a gentleman from the East. It 
is a delightful spot to spend a leisure 
hour, amid his rare treasures from 
every land. He has some wonderful 
Indian baskets, made by the Indians 
of this coast, fine in coloring and text- 
ure. And his Satsuma wares! They 
are marvelous works of art. There 
ure rare old vases, bowls, 
ese and a large platter, the 
atter worth $300, yet not to be 
purchased at any price. It tells its 
own story of ancient kings and strange 
legendary lore, and is an interesting 
study. Ah,-the rare draperies that he 
has! the rich rugs, and the odorous and 
spicy woods; the lovely and delicate 
fans, and the costly pottery. The civ- 
ilization of many lands expresses itself 
here, while the barbarism of others is 
symbolized in their industrial efforts. 

We often hear it said that “one-half 
of the world does not know how the 
other half lives.”” I was reminded of 
this by a little incident which came to 
my ears this morning. A gentleman 
from Santa Barbara was on his way to 
the Ojai.

GEN. HARRISON'S NUMEROUS 
ORAZY COKRESPON DENTS. 


An Endless Assortment: of Corre- 
sponding Cranks — Letters Sensi- 
ble, Crazy and Impertinent—Dull 
Sermonus—A Humorous Age. 


CINCINNATI, July 23.—[Special Cor- 
respondence of THe Times] You no- 
tice in the papers items on the great 
size of Gen. Harrison’s correspondence. 
Verily, it isso; and the variety among 
the letters is the only pleasing thing I 
see. Some must be answered, some 
may be answered, some ought not to 
be answered and some can’t be an- 
swered. The latter class of letters be- 
longs to what I heard a Senator call 
crazy correspondence. Every man who 
in the least attracts public attention 
must provide himself with a pigeon- 
hole in which we oe this crazy 
correspondence. A Ponsiderable pro- 
portion of any prominent man’s mail is 
a In short. any man who gets the 
smallest reputation in any way, @8- 

ially if he brings himself into pub 
ic notice about any great public ques- 
tion, is sure to be at once overwhelmed 
with a mass of correspondence as ed 
as any that can be sent to an Engl 
Prime Minister. 

The writings of crazy correspondents 
fall under several heads. There is, 
first, the style of letter, or circular, or 
communication of any kind, which is 
simply and purely crazy,- which has no 
point whatever, no special reference to 
the person to whom it is sent. 

Such correspondents are those who 
send little diagrams to prove that the 
sun is only a little way from the earth, 
which diagrams, they say, have alto- 
gether puzzled—as it is only natural 
that they should—the chief philoso- 
phers of Kurope and Americans. 

But the greater and more important 
part of the crazy correspondence 
of any man who attracts crazy cor- 
respondence is more special to himself. 
First come the class of people whose 
craziness is not fully developed, who 
still have some kind of intelligible ob- 
ject in what they write. This class 
shades off by very gentle degrees from 
the positively crazy to the simply im- 
pertinent. A man is supposed to be a 
master of a certain subject, and people 
whom he never heard of write to him 
to tell them something which they 
have nothing to do but to look in his 
books or speeches .and find for 
themselves. These last are simply 
impertinent and may be ranked 
along with those who write for 
autographs, The two ciasses, in fact, 
are very nearly the same, as we may 
suspect that letters of this kind are 
often written simply in the hope of 
getting an aswer, to keep as an auto- 
graph. ‘These people naturally sign 
their names, because all of them, from 
whatever motive, wish to have answers. 
But there is another class of corre- 
spondents, some of whom may be safely 
added to the crazy ranks, who, asa rule, 
would not seem to wish fur answers, 
because their letters are anonymous. 
with sham signatures or no sig- 
natures at all. Some times, how- 
ever, with a strange inconsistency, 
the writer of an anonymous letter ex- 
pects an answer, and com- 

lains, perhaps crows ya if 

e does not get one. Now it does 
sometimes happen tbat an anonymous 
letter is neither crazy nor impertinent. 
Real pieces of information suggestions 
which are really to the point, é 110 
and then given in anonymous letters. 
Lincoln received a great many such 
letters. But this is quite exceptional. 
Anonymous letters as a rule are either 
crazy or impertinent. Generally 
they are both at once. One tenth of 
the letters Gen. Harrison has been re- 
ceiving are crazyletter s. 

Yesterday being Sunday, of course 
everybody went to church. The day 
was hot and the sermon awfully dull. 
It seems of late years that they are all 
awfully dull. You have the same thi 
over and over again, which thing! 
not electrifying, bracing or invigorat- 
ing, but monotonous, dull, positively 
dull. To be told ad infinitum, no mat- 
ter what may be the subject under dis- 
cussion, that the question naturally di- 
vides itself into three heads is very 


tiring. The scaffolding of the 
sermon is somewhat thus: 
These are  .times reyuiring 


a man to have aclear idea on this all- 
important subject; it will be well, then, 
to state what it is not at the outset.”’ 
Take a “‘temple,’’ for instance, any- 
thing will answer the purpose. ‘This, 
beloved, is not a chapel, not a syna- 
gogue, not even a church, but a 
temple; clearly understand that today 
we are speaking of a temple.”’ This 
line of k for ten minutes; then an- 
other ten minutes are spent in describ- 
ing the shape and the furniture of a 
temple; what a temple really isin its 
essence; lastly, how we, under the new 
dispensation, may all of us become 
temples, holy temples, everlasting 
temples. 

I like to hear a man like old Cart- 
wright was; a man who called a spade 
a spade. But you don’t find them in 
the cities any more. Preachers now- 
adays haven’t the courage. Cuurage to 
use the simplest word, even, is by no 
means general; and with many clergy- 
men to be plain and straightforward in 
their pulpit language seems an impos- 
sibility, I remember quite a sensation 
running through a congregation when 
a pene. one evening, instead of 
talking ahout “habits of cleanliness”’ 
and the ‘‘necessity of regular ablution,”’ 
remarked that “plenty of soap and 
water had a healthy and bracing effect 
upon the body, and so indirectly bene- 
fited the mind.”’ People were aghast; 
and looked as much as to say, ‘*Come, 
come, this won’t do; if Mr. So-in-so 
really means us to wash, we’d better 
leave the church; he ought not to say 
what he means in nomely words like 
these. If he insists upon using terms 
everybody can understand we shall 
have to protest.”” At the time of the 
the Irish famine no clergyman could 
bring himself to say the word ‘*potato”’ 
in the pulpit. Preachers called it ‘that 
root, upon which so many thousands of 
God’s creatures depended for support, 
and which in His wise rposes had 
for a time ceased to flourish;’’ or spoke 
of * that esculent succulent, the loss of 


which had deprived so many hungry | P® 


sinners of their daily sustenance,’’ but 
no one said ‘potato.’ 

But, although all this is dull, yet the 
age we live in is decidedly humorous. 
Did you ever stop to remember that we 
laugh at all things today which we re- 

arded with the utmost gravity but a 
ew years ago? We are treating even 
the gravest matters lightly. We see 
evidence of the iact every day in every 
phase of life. We see it peeping out in 
the President’s vetoes, radiating from 
the half-hour talks of the clergy, sup- 
penting the solemn mein of the fam- 
ly doctor, and making many of our 
courts of justice mere bear-gardens, 
and the ju qe tongue the big adver- 
tisement. @ see the same tendency 
in the books read, in the pictures 
we look at, a e speeches we hear. 
It is come to no great crime to be 
cheerful on Sunday. We have ex- 
changed the philosophy of Heraclilus

HOW TO UTILIZE SURPLUS WINE 
GRAPES. 


A Burning Question For Wine Men— 
Ihe Wine trast— The Wetmore 
Olive Orchard—Alfalfa as a Pay- 
ing Orop—Protits in Uranges — 
Notes. 


The wine-growers and small wine- 
makers of the State are at present 
struggling with the question of how 
best to defend themselves against a 
trust wHich is grinding them down in 
true monopolistic style. Some inter- 
esting and valuable information on this 
subject will be found in these columns 
today. There is intelligence and en- 
ergy enough among the vignerons of 
California to defeat this combination if 
they will only unite. > 

The question of labor for our vine- 
yards and orchards appears to have 
been satisfactorily settled. Owing to 
the publicity which has been given to 
the matter,a large number of people 
have come into the fruit-growing sec- 
tions, bringing their families and camp- 
ing outfits. This practice will doubt- 
less become as regular a one as the 
incursions of hop-pickers in the hop 
districts of England. 

A vast wealth of deciduous fruits is 
now displayed in our local markets. 
Southern California will soon cease to 
import deciduous fruits from the north. 


Uses for Surplus Wine Grapes. 

The following is an outline by the 
Bulletin of a publication which Chief 
Viticultural Officer Wheeler has in 
preparation: 

fact becomes plain,’ says Mr. 
Wheeler, “that last year’s ruinous 

rices of wine grapes are not only apt 

t are sure svon to prevail, and even 
lower figures are threatened in sales 
‘already made. Dealers tell us that 
overproduction is the cause of the 
present condition of the market; there- 
fore, let us face the music, and if a 
mutual understanding can be reacbed 
among growers—the dealers and mak- 
ers assenting in advance—there lies 
within their power a means of at least 
partly remedying the evil ” 

“The objects of this paper,’’ Mr. 
upon the vineyardists in each different 
section to unite in their separate asso- 
ciations its an endeavor to so diminish 
the production of wine in the approach- 
ing vintage as to insure paying prices 
for the grapes. Incidental to this, it 
becomes necessary for the inspectors 
and officers of this board to advise and 
instruct their vinevardists in the vari- 
ous means of disposing of that portion 
of their grapes which they may decide 
to withdraw from wine-making. 

**For the consideration of the various 
local organizations throughout the 
State I suggest the following, which, 
generally supplemented with appro- 
priate details, may effect the desired 
end: Let it be decided that one-half 
the grapes produced in the locality 
shall be withheld from the wine-maker, 
unless the sale of the whole of any 
vineyard can be made at an average 
price, to be decided upon as suflicient 
to properly compensate the grower in 
that district, 

“It is estimated in some places to 
cost on an average $15 per ton to raise 
and deliver grapes. If this be the 
price decided upon, let each grower seil 
one-half his crop at the best price ob- 
tainable, with the understanding that 
the other half can be sold only on con- 
dition that the price of the whole shall 
average $15 per ton or over. This will 
induce each grower tu demand a high 
figure for the first half in hopes of 
thereby becoming enabled to sell the 
balance. If the first half be sold low, 
the second half must reach an improb- 
able figure to enable him to sell. 

‘Again, if there be any classifica- 
tion of grapes in the locality, only the 
most desirable vineyards will be made 
up entirely into wine. 

‘It is known that for many seasons 
difficulty is encountered in inducing 
vineyardists to join and remain true to 
a common understanding of this 
nature. This is the case particularly 
where the industry is in a prosperous 
condition, and when the regulations 
impose any serious penalty or expeuse 
on compliance; but here and now there 
exists a condition of affairs very differ- 
ent. If one-half the grapes be with- 
held from wine the price of this latter 
commodity, still plentiful in the cellars 
of the maker, held unsalable since last 
year, will advance in vaJue. Thus the 
measure brings relief to the wine- 
maker as well. He, too, hails with 
equa! pleasure this means of reducing 
production. 

“To the producer of pes there 
comes no penalty with the proposed 
plan, for at the low prices now prom- 
ised for grapes there is little difficulty 
in disposing of the unsold half-crop b 
other means, among which are the tol- 
lowing: (1) drying, (2) distilling, (3) 
vinegar-making, (4) selling fresh to 
local markets, (5) boiling into cheap 
syrup for domestic use or sale.”’ 

By proper management dried grapes 
will net $20 a ton, and the demand is 

wing. For distilling, $7 to $10 can 
realized, which prices, when prices 
received for the other half are consid- 
ered, would make the growers come 
out about even. Spoiled white wine 
sold for vinegar last year at 14 cents a 
gallon, and more was desired than 
could be had. Nearly all red grapes 
may be used for wine vinegar if pressed 
without ge and a white wine 
obtained, the only kind desired for 
vinegar. This will bring the grower 
$12 aton. Where known to be pure, 
wine vinegar, at retail, brings from 25 
to 50 cents a gallon. Local markets 
will take large quantities if properly 
» managed. Fresh grapes, shipped in 
bulk to San Francisco or large towns, 
have usually realized satisfactory 
prices. There is a large demand for 
ee in bulk from Italians of San 

rancisco, who make from them a 

cheap wine, More-fresh grapes will be 
used if offered at growers’ prices. A 
healthful syrup may be obtained by 
boiling the juice or must of grapes. 
Many years ago, when grapes were 
low, growers found an important out- 
let by this means. The syrup was sold 
for domestic use in jars and kegs. 
This product is used in large quantities 
— sweeten ports, sherries, angelica, 
e Cc.

He fully believes that there is 
something very wrong, and that some- 
thing must be done to save the grow- 
ers. But what shall be done? It is 
stated that there is too little concord 
amung growers to secure effective 
combination or codperation. This may

No set of producers were ever helped | 
yet unless they helped themselw?s, and 
if the body of the grapemen canmet act 
harmoniously it will bave te take nore 
medicine, and the kind of physic 
which is now being administered 
would seem to be severe enough to 
purge out any elements of discord. 

It seems from current reports that 
the so-called wine trust in this city, | 
which agreed to boycott all country 
wine-makers who dared to sell their 
own product in their own way, is a 
plying its boycott in a most abominabie 
way. The Chronicle says it has put 
Isaac de Turk of Santa Rosa in the 
corner because he used to sell part of 
his wine through W. T. Coleman & 
Co., and now that this firm is dead and 
Mr. de Turk’s business in that direc- 
tion is dead also, the wine trustjis going 
to play jackal and devour Mr de Turk 
and render it impossible for him to buy 
the grapes from the Sonoma county 
vineyards. We do not know of the 
truth of these statements, except as the 
Chronicle makes them. If they are 
as stated, we should think the griev- 
ance was enough to lead the wiue 
and grape producers to cembine for 
mutual protection. It would seem that 
poetic justice would destroy such a de- 
testable combination as that which 
deais in a boycott on producers, but 
poetic justice is a slow coach some 
times, and has to have its wheels 
turned for it. ; 
What to do with the grapes is still 
the question. Something more about 
the chance for dried grapes may be 
fouud in the proceedings of the State 
Horticultural Society. It is there 
shown that there is likely to be con- 
siderable sale for certain varieties for 
cooking raisins, and others for ship- 
ment for fermentation abroad. Sucha 
product, of course, will cost the grower 
something to produce, and returns may 
not be as quick as from g apes sold to 
the winery. But the situation requires 
that all promising avenues be tried. 


Profits in Orances. 

|}San Bernardino Times. | 
The proprietor of a 20-acre orange 
orchard in this valley was in the city a 
few days ago, and when conversing 
with a real-estate agent revealed the 
following facts: As stated, his tract 
comprises 20 acres; the soil is not above 
the average in its productiveness, yet 
it has brought in a neat little income, 
which demonstrates that Southern Cal- 
ifornia oranges do not take a back seat 
for any others. Five years ago the 
trees in this tract were first set out. 
Year before last the yield was 700 
boxes, the year following 1900 boxes, 
and this season 8533 boxes, 700 of 
which were Washington Navels and 
sold for $4 per box, while the remain- 
der brought $2. Thus it will be per- 
ceived that nearly $8000 were the gross 
receipts for one year’s output. 

These are actual estimates, made 
with precision, and can therefore be re- 
lied upon. Probably other §fruit- 
growers in this valley could make even 
a better showing were the _ truth 
known. Is there not, then, some little 
inducement offered for the develop- 
ment of our wonderful facilities? 
There is a fortune for many at our very 
door, but the owners of these fruit 
lands need alittle waking up before 
they will arrive ata full realization of 
that fact. 

The secret of success and prosperity 
is found in simply making use of what 
is in one’s possession, and especially is 
such the case with us in the beeutiful 
valley. It seems incredible that, with 
the many advantages incident to fruit- 
raising, s0 much good land is permitted 
to remain idle. 

Now that the cannery is assured, we 
hope and expect to see every available 
inch made use of. If that is done, busi- 
ness will not have the least semblance 
of dullness, for it is a well-known fact 
that in agricultural and fruit-raising 
countries, towns and cities prosper in 
proportion te the energy displayed in 
outiying districts.

she Wetmore Olive Orchard. 
_ [Livermore Herald.) 

Charles A. Wetmore’s olive* orchard 
on his “Cresta Blanca” estate is now 
six years old, and every tree is a per- 
fect massef blossym-buds. Better evi- 
dence of the fruitfulness of the olive 
in this cannot be wanted 
than is obtained by a visit to this or- 
chard. Here, too, may be found out 
something regarding the needs of the 
tree. On fairly good shallow soil, un- 
deriaid by rocks, it does not thrive; 
neither does it do well on the clay soil 
with insufficient drainage; but on 
deep, dry loams, particularly on the 
hillside, the tree makes a rank growth, 
and will this seventh year yield a large 
crop. Small and large trees are 
equally well loaded with fresh buds, 
each in.proportion to the amount of 
wood. In afew weeks the berries will 
be set, and this orchard should then be’ 
visited by every person interested in 
olive culture in this valley.
